The most driving work on ihe farms in this part of the 


country nt the present time is Ihe filling of ihe silos. On some 
farms the work, has already been completed, but on most of 
them it is in full blast/ It is hard and heavy work, bul ii is im- 
jiortanl thai the corn should he harvested before being touched 
by frost, and so all the.horses and all the men, boys and hired 
men are pressed into Ihe service and the fodder is stored hy 
(lie"thousands of tons in every_ fanning community. 


In view of the importance of Ihe silo on the farm, which has 


been fully demonstrated formally years, it is amusing to think 
of the skepticism againsl'which it had to make its way. 
When 


the idea was first advanced'that green corn could be packed 
away in practically air-light 'receptacles and taken out in the 
form of good feed'for tattle it was, the laughing slock of prac- 
tically fevery farmer in the country. Did they not know that 
anything like cornstalks must be thoroughly dried in order to 
be kepi? They felilliaT.Uie Silo system was simply an expen- 
sive way of converting ,cpi.:iislalks into manure, aiul lliat as 
feed for cattle ensilage would be worse than worthless. 


Bul there are always sohie who arc ready to hike a chance 


wilh any new thing, and so there were those who were willing 
to give .Ihe silo'a fair trial. As fast as this was done the 
dis- 


covery spokfi for itself. Farmers who used Ihe silo were soon 
keeping more slock than they could keep before and distancing 
their neighbors in the mailer of profits. They proved thht Ihe 
silo was not a dream, but n genuine "and profitable reality. 


Since those days silos have become so common that no farm 


of any pretensions is now-without one. Thc use of ensilage 
enables the fanner lo keep much more slock than he'otlierwise 
could, and this means the conslanl improvement of the farm. 
As a result (here has been great improvement of old and worn 
farms, and the improvement is still going on.
